To a KQED reporter, he's a vic- 
tim of the “system.”To followers of 
recent stories of the wave of Chinese 
youth“gang”killings and internal 
rivalry, his name is all too familiar. 
Newspapers have created him as the 
“Al Capone of the Far East.“

Channel 9s Newsroom Teporter 
Marilyn Baker recentiy talked to Joe 
Fong in a.five-hour interview at the 
state prison。 In a series of reports 
aired on Channel 9, she disclosed his 
feelings of “hate” for the Chinatown 
Establishment. 


SPLIT 

He told her, she said, that in the 
ten yeats since he has been in the 
United States, he has learned how to 
hate the “gentlemen crooks.” He 
blamed the Chinatown Estab- 
lishment for the problems of China- 
town. And it was because 让 Was he 
that was speaking out against the 
so-called“elders” of his society that 
the eventual sblit from the Wah 
Ching came abonut. 

With the split came the rivalry 
among the youth, who, according to 
Baker，was paid of by a highly 
organized syndicate in Chinatown to 
get rid of certain “undesirables.… 

She explained that too much is 
written about the“gangs” without 
ever looking at the problem itself. 
She felt the term “gang”was de- 
meaning and that “you neVer hear 
of "black youth gangs,， “chicano 
youth gangs， or “white youth

In _ her investigations，she has 
found that the Chinese Six Com- 
panies own most of the property im 
Chinatown. But even with all their 
wealth ”and property， she com- 
plained,，Chinatown is still a ghetto. 

UNDERPAID 

No union wages exist，cooks and 
dishwashers are underpaid， and 
seamstresses are Still in the sweat 
shops dotted around Chinatown.， 
And among the poverty conditions， 
she said，the rich men's gambling 
casinos are hidden. 

Joe Fong related to her that the 
owners of the gambling spots would 
hire Chinese youth as “look-outs” 
and musciemen. She reported that 
some were baid as high as $100 a 
day working for the “gentlemen 
CrOoKkSs.” 

In the interview，Joe Fong gaye 
her a list of names of policemen who 
accepted bribes from the owners of 
the_establishments。 He said they 
were paid in scale according to rank. 
One was paid up to $1,000 a month. 

Baker said about 90 per cent of 
the police force assigned to China- 
town are involved. In his testimony， 
Joe Fong volunteered to name those 
accebting bribes， She has banded 
over the names given to her by Joe 
Fong to the federal investigation 
studying the graft policies. In about 
a month，she said, indictments will 
be made on the accused policemen， 


STIFFER SENTENCE 

In _ further investigations，Baker 
has found that the Chinese youth 
who are arrested for various crimes 
seem to be given 3 stiffer sentence 
than those of other racial groUPs， 
She said Joe Fong has been given 
four life sentences for four murders

INDICTMENTS 


A poiiceman and four Chinese 
gamblers are expected to be in- 
dicted this week,， according to the 
Justice Department's Organized 
Crime Strike Force， 

The Force is hopeful that Per- 
jury indictments will induce grand 
jury witnesses to tel more about 
the extent of Chinatown gambling 
and police Protection. 

According to the S.F. Chronicle 
November 26, it is rumored that 
Policemen up to the rank of cap- 
tain _ are involved in payoffs and 
that Captain Gerald Shaughnessy， 
head of the vice squad who started 
the ipvestigation,ishimself abribe- 
takerT。 

The six-months” investigation of 
Chinatown garmbling conducted 
jointty by the FBI and the police 
vice squad has shown that at least 
20 persons are guilty of gambling 
and tax evasion。 

The Organized Crime Strike 
Eorce took over the bribery in- 
vestigation under a section of the 
Omnibus Crime Act，which Per- 
mits the FBI to act in any garmn- 
bling case involving five or more 
persons，or in any case involving 
obstruction of a law enforcement 
agency-

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ANOT SO MYSTERIOUS PLACE 


Although we are glad to hear Attorey General Evelle 
Younger's apology conceming the “Triad” bulletn，the 
problem of distorted reporting of Chinatown conditions is 
far fom over. 

Many outslde reporters have in the past depicted China- 
town as a mysterious, exotic, Inscrutable and crime-infested 
area. With such poor public relations representing the Chi- 
nese community these past years, we PrIobably cannot Place 
all the blame on the reporters. However, facts are facts, and 
fantaslies are nothing but fantasies. Outside reporters, regard- 
]ess of how noble their intentions are, should not twilst the 
facts to sult their theories or Imaginations. 

Anyone coming to Chinatown would know the crime ele- 
ments represent only a yery Small fraction of the resldents 
here. We do not hide the fact 引 hat we have gangs and other 
Problems. But the roots of these Problems are not mysterl- 
ous at all. Anyone familiar with a ghetto situation would 
immediately recognize all the symptoms. When all the ele- 
ments of a housing crisis, language handicaps，cultural mal- 
adjustment， unemployment and underemployment are.Pres- 
ent，one certainly does not need a tong master-schemer to 
“create”ayouth or any other problem:. 

Chinatown 1s no longer a mysterious place. We know who 
belongs to which association and does what. In fact, practi- 
cally all Chinatown associations publiclze their list of new 
officers im a sort of New Year greetings. Though we under- 
stand that there are Still a few who live off the associations” 
incomes, the majority of te Chinatown organlzations have 
legally incorporated and their finances can be examined. 

In Chinatown today. the problem is not a detective one， 
but a healing one. We know what's wrong, but the problem 
1s how to cure and rehablillitate it. We hope reporters in and 
out of Chinatown will all join in an effort to create opPor- 
tunlties where people can have new hopes in reshaping thils 
communlity.

OLD SPICE COMMERCIAL 
Dear 了 ditor: 

The following letter was ad- 
dressed to Shulton, Inc., Old Splce 
Division，697 Route 46，Cljlifton， 
NJ 07015, November 21: 

Chinese for Affirmative Action 
is a non-profit membership organi- 
zation dedicated to the advocacy 
of equal employment and equal 
rights for Chinese in America. 

Last week, two of our volunteers 
were walking through Chinatown 
interviewing People for an educa- 
tional radio program we sponsor. 
At an alley in the heart of China- 
town, they noticed a film crew set- 
ting up a scene to shoot. Our two 
Chinese-American volunteers 
walked up to bystanders and asked 
what was going on. At this Point， 
the white _ film director walked 
over and demanded that our vol- 
Unteers leave. He warned the Asian 
“actors "not to speak with the two 
men and threatened to call the 
police. 

The two explained who they 
were and asked who this man was 
and what he was doing in our Chi- 
nese comImunity. His response was 
that he had apermit and insinuat- 


ed that unless these Chinese-Amer- 


icans had a permit they could not 
be in Chinatownl! 

We later found out that the all- 
white flm crew was from Anglo 
Films and had been contracted by 
your _ advertising agency to Pro- 
duce a series of Old Spice com- 
mercials with an“Oriental” motif . 
The commercial itself shows a 
white man escaping with an Asian 
woman in 3a rickshaw. This is an 
insult to all Asians for it implies 
that Asian men are neither good 
enough for your product nor for 
Asian women. 

A week following this incident 
in Chinatown，we received word 
from Japanese friends that this 
same film crew went to the Japa- 
nese Tea Gardens in Golden Gate 
Park.In setting up ascene for your 
commercial，one of the people sat 
in the lap of the Buddha. The 
Japanese caretakers asked the film 
crew not to allow this as the Bud- 
dha is a religious shrine; but their 
pleas were ijignored.。 Finally，the 


Japanese had to call the City Park 
and Recreation Department who 
then dispatched . a representative 
to the scene and specifically told 
the crew that the Buddha is a holy 
Japanese shrine. 

We are outraged by the insensi- 
tivity and insulting attitude of 
your film crew. We cannot believe 


that a product with a prestigious- 


reputation such as Old Spice would 
intentionally alienate Asian con- 
sumers from its commercial audi- 
ence. We ask that Anglo Films be 
reprimanded for their callous in- 
sensitivity. We further ask that the 
derogatory scene of the white boy 
kissing the Asian woman not be 
broadcast. Asian-Americans are 
also consumers and with over 
1,000,000,000 Asians in the world， 
I don't think Oldq,Spice can afford 
to alienate us.

AIMS TO SURVIVE

A five-year pilot project on bi- 
lingual education, the Chinese Bi- 
lingual Pilot Project at Commo- 
dore Stockton has now reached its 
final year facing an uncertain fu- 
ture and amidst many problems 
from both within and without the 
Project. 

Of primary concern is funding- 
Apart of the'national Elementary 
and Secondary 了 ducation Act 
(ESEA) Title VII program，the 
project is partially funded by a 
federal grant，which ends with the 
current School year. It is uncjlear 
whether the San Francisco Uni- 
fied School District will continue 
Paying for the other part OF ex- 
tend funds for the program. 

And if the program should con- 
tinue， other uncertainties are: 
whether it will be limited,whether 
there will be curriculum develop- 
ment，and whether there will be 
space and _ facilities for it. (The 
fourth through sixth grades of the 
program attend Patrick Henry, but 
the school will not have room for 
the six grade classes next year,and 
the Commodore Stockton Annex 
holding the other grades is con- 
demned，Ppending _ reconstruction 
with school bond funds.) 

PARENTS GROUP 

A parents group, San Francisco 
Parents for Chinese Bilingual 忆 du- 
cation, has organized to work with 


- these problems and has met with 


Raymond Del Portillo，bilingual 
director of the San Francisco Uni- 
fied School District; has written 
letters to _ the S.F. Board of Edu- 
cation and to Steven Morena， 
superintendent of  S.F. public 
schools; and is Immeeting regularly 
every other Wednesday evening. 

Other problems the Prograrm is 
facing on a larger scale dealing 
with the national bjlingual educa- 
tion Program are:

ESL OFFSPRING 
The San Francisco program was 


the offspring of the ESL (Englisb 
as a Second Language) programs 


in the late ”60s, a part of the na- 
tional trend of social unrest and 
change. (The "60s were a time of 


civil rights and campus demonstra- 


tions.) 

It began in 1969 with one first- 
grade class of children from 再 ong 
Kong and now has extended to 


integrated classes as well as Chi- 
nese immigrants， with teaching 
half in Chinese andhalf in English 
(了 E/W Sept. 27，1972). (The pro- 
gram automatically takes in for- 
eign-borm Chinese and because of 
federal integration policies，non- 
Chinese.) 


.dren (CSL) who learn elementary， 


Classes_ are divided into two ， 
groups 一 the English-speaking chil- 


survival Chinese and English, and ， 
the Chinese-speaking children 
(ESL) who learn to read and write 
more complex Chinese and Eng- 
lish. Math, history, physical educa- 
tion，etc., are learned both in Eng- 
lish and Cantonese. 
PURPOSES 

One purpose of the program is 
to give non-Chinese children some 
knowledge of Chinese culture and 
language as well as to help them 
keep up With their Peers in regular 
public school. Another purpose is 
to help Chinese-speaking children 
keep their language and at the 
same time acquire English as 3 
seCcond language. 

There are three criteria to be 
met before the CSL students are 
admitted into the program. The 


children first need consent from 


theirparents. Second, the children、 


imustbeattheir grade level of Eng- 


lish, determined through a test and 
consultation with their former 
teachers. The final step is an inter- 
View with the children to discover 
the_ extent of their interest in 
learning Chinese. 

“The ideal situation is to have 
50-50 English- and Chinese-speak- 
ing children. The Chinese can re- 
tain theirlanguage and the English- 
speaking can learn a new second 
language ”said Victor Low, direc- 
tor of the program at Commodore 
Stockton. 

“It is difficult to compare and 
to know if it is truly bilingual. In 
the majority of the other Pro- 
grams，English is learned as 3 Sec- 
ond language, just beginning, con- 
versational English, and very littie 
Chinese is learned” said Welling- 
ton Chew，supervisor of Chinese 
bjlingual education in San Eran- 
Cisco- 

MIXING 

Chew said 1last year the program 
received$226;000 in federal funds. 

“We're not allowed to segregate 
chbildren. We have to match them 
half and half. The mixing is okay. 
I think cross-<culturajlization is a 
good idea”said Chew. 


Supporters,including the Human 
Rights Commission, Raymond Del 
Portillo，and Steven Morena, -Say 
they see real social change and 
think the program offers good cul- 
tural exposure. 

However，critics say there are 
many flaws in the program， SuUCch 
as“below-level” students being in 
the Program just to fit Tacial 
Quotas. 

But even these critics think the 
idea is a good one.“Bicultural edu- 
cation would maximize an indi- 
vidual's potential to deal with SOCi- 
ety,”said George Woo, a critic of 
the program and a San Francisco 
State professor in Asian-American 
studies. 

BICULTURAL EDUCATION 

He said programs shouldn't deal 
so much on bilingual education 
but rather should emmphasize Amer- 
ican bicultural education. “We re 
toohung up onlanguage. Language 
should facilitate culture. By learn- 
ing culture it should serve as az 
incentive to learning thelanguage.… 

Woo said Projects such as the 
one at Commodore Stockton 
would not work because they af- 
fect few students-“The need is mn 
the whole school system. But the 
school system doesn?t want 让 、， 

He said because -of its ineffec- 
tiveness，programs like the one at 
Commodore Stockton should die， 
but“we don't know howi or what 
to replace it with.” 

Criticism such as Woo?s reflects 
the underlying problem of bilin- 
gual education prograrms- 一 that is， 
bilingual education is an entirely 
new experience. Supporters Say 
bilingual education in public 

schools has existed only recently 
and therefore mist make its OwD 
course. There is no precedent to 
follow nor any certainty that bi- 
lingual education will survive.

Over the short term, relations be- 
tween the US and China should im- 
prove. Whether this optimistic 
beginning ultimately leads to a more 
durable'friendship”in thelong run 
depends upon the internal and 
external factors in Chinese politics. 

This was the prognostication of 
former Amassador Chatles Yost at 3 
speech given at the Mark Hopkins 
Hotel on Wednesday,， November 14. 
The speech was Sponsored by the 
National Committee on US-China 
Relations of which Yost is the head 
and the World Affairs Council of 
Northern California. 

Yost, a senior foreign affairs of 
fcer who once served as .Ambas- 
sador the the United Nations, based 
his comments on a summer trip 
sponsored by the National Commit- 
tee to China. Among the highlights 
of his trip was an interview with Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai. 


HIEALTH 

The internal factors responsible 
for China's growth drew high praise 
from Yost， The most “impressive 
side” of the Chinese tour was the 
general healthiness ”the ”People. 
“People are not undernourished. 
There is adequate health care，de- 
cent clothing，and adequate hous- 
ing. For the Chinese and the world， 
this is the enormous achievement,” 
Yost said. 

Yost was also impressed with the 
People's “extraordinary sense of 
dedication and service.”“The spir 让 
of social discipline was a reality,” he 
said. 

In explaining the period of inter- 
nal stability China has enjoyed since 
the Cultural Revolution (CR)，Yost 
cited the spirit of self-reliance and 
the', leadership of the pragmatists 
under Chou as major reasons. Yost 
pointed out how self-reliance made 
its impact on the economy. In con- 
trast to Soviet bolicy，China has te- 
versed its priorities，Pplacing agri- 
culture first，light consumer indus- 
try second, and heavy industry third. 


CHINA TELLS VIEW ON 
BIRTH CONTROL TO UN 


NEW YORK 一 - A Chinese ob- 
server at the UN ,Yu Wang, recent- 
ly spoke to the UN Population 
Commission on the official Chi- 
nese view on population control.

Relying on modern and traditional 
methods, China intends to “walk on 
two legs.”China doesn't want to be 
placed in the vulnerable position she 
was in at the beginning of the sixties 
when the Soviets cut off aid, In view 
of the limited amount of trade she 
engages in and her insistence to deal 
in cash and not long-term credits， 
China intends not to be dependent 
on any country in the future. 


STABILITY 

Political pragmatism is evident in 
the “neat balance”- of political 
forces that came out of the CR. At 
all political levels, Yost obsetved the 
same three groups in the revolu- 
tionary committees: the old cadres， 
the prominent military people who 
“came Up during the CR,” and 
people like Wang Hung-wen in the 
“Shanghai Group” who supported 
Mao during the CR. Yost concedes 
that this coalition has brought the 
stability China needed at the end of 
the CR but wonders how long this 
arrangement will last.
